Ix considering tho advantages to be 
‘ned by opening the Yellow River to 
Foreign “eno, we should do wrong to 
overlook the eloment of uncertainty, 
which its eccentric changes of chanuel 
involve, At present it diseml 
{into the Gulf of Pecheli; and we regard 
it as a ‘highway for trado theeogh 
Shantung. Next year, it may bare 
retnrned to its southern bed, and 
tho prosont channel have bocome im- 
practivablo for steamers, physically, 
even if political obstactos are overcom: 
‘Thore are two roasons which make it 
not improbable that such a change 
‘may oceur, at no distant date—one. 
reported desire of ‘Tsen-kwo-fan to re- 
call the errant stream to its old bed ; 
aud tho other, the reported upheaval 
of the coast live of Shautung.” On the 
first poiut, wo have heard nothing fora 
Jong time. We moutioned, some months 
‘ago, that His Excellency entertained the 
Aosign of diverting the prosout earrent, 
feom a point in the neighbourhood of 
T-fung, ueatly along the 35th parallel 
of latitude, to the sea. But he is said 
to stand appalled before the vastness of 
tho undertaking and to have, more than 
once, thought of enlisting tho aid of 
foreign engineers. In elfoct, tho partial 
repair and partial recoustruction of a 
channel two hundred miles long, for a 
rivor thirteen and a half times larger 
than the Thamos, is wafliciont to make 
the boldest man jwase. It is probable, 
too, that the expenso of the Nienfoi 
campaign drains all surplus resourees, 
which might otherwise be appiied to a 
public work of this nature, 

So much for ono influence, which may, 
in tho courso of a fow years, bring back 
tho Hwanghu to its southoru bed. ‘The 
other, if it do really exist, is moro cer- 
tain,” though possibly its operation 
may be more gradual. ‘Pho const line of 
Shantung bas, now, for somo 
boon reported to be rising, though wo 
avo nover seen any distinct “facts 
brought forward to support tho state- 
mont. ‘The question must be sus- 
coptible of proof; and we hopo that 
somo ono of the amatour goologists who 
havo lately contributed to our know. 
edge of tho country, will direct their 
attoution to the subject. It is m 
to say thatsuch goological changes aro 
not uncommon. “We need only refer to 
Chiti, a8 offering a very similar caso. 
‘Tho coast lino of that country is being 
continuously altored to an extent of 
1,200 iniles along tho Pacifie coast, by 
voleanic agoncy. In 1822, tho coast 
was raised four fect at Quintero and 
tineo fect at Valparaiso, and quantities 
of molluses were loft high and dry by 
the change. This chango of lovel was 
permanent over an area of 100,000 
Square miles ; aud a very similar uphea- 
Tal was noliced in 1835. If tho coast of 
Shantung is being raised by similar 
agoney, the rosult niust eventually bo to 
repel tho waters of tho Yellow River, 
to the lower level in which they for” 
inerly flowed. ‘The period within which 
this resnlé may bo accomplished de- 
om, ofcourse on tho empidity with 
whieh’ the upheaval is taking” placo. 
‘Tue quostion is fall of intorost, both 
geologically and commorcially ; aud wo 
Fopent our hope that twill bo mado tho
